P A R IS, Nov. 9 .— After a full week's bombardment and 
repeated infantry assaults followed by a lull in their often-1 
sive, the Germans resumed aggressive tactics today against 
Dixmude and Ypres. 
IUit the Bordeaux war office an­ 
nounced this afternoon that the new attack had failed, the 
lines of the allies remaining intact at all points. 
A heavy fog is hampering action of artillery and avia­ 
tors but despite this the artillery of the allies is reported as 
advancing slowly along the Lys between the river and 1 )ix- 
mude. 
Elsewhere the situation is unchanged. 
The Bordeaux statement said today’s assault in the | 
west is assuredly the supreme effort of the 
Germans 
to 
reach the French coast, and experts also believe this is the 
last German attempt in this direction before the Kaiser 
withdraws hundreds of thousands of his troops to meet the 
formidable Russian advance in the east. 
The war office admitted that the allies’ advance is slow, 
explaining that the Germans are heavily entrenched and 
are resisting fiercely along the Lys river. Continued prog­ 
ress along the Aisne river by the allies is reported.
